Onc 
clause docs, however, alter the 
position concerning the notianal- 
ity of married women. British 
women = marrying men from 
other countries will no longer loso 
their status os British citizens, 
This is a reforni which will be 
much welcomed, : 

By the Nationality Act of 1014, 
ft was orginally jntended that 
all Commonwkalth. countries 
should adopt a common test of 
nationality. This was not donc, 
however, In som? cases scparate 
legislation was Introduced and, 
nga result, ‘certain anomalies 
have artsen which have grown 
Incrensingly complicated in, re- 
cent years. 

The now Bill, which has been 
drafted in consultation with the 
Commonwealth Governinents, 
will straighten matters out. It 
Inys down the rules whereby 
citizens of Britnin and of the

They will leave 
for Hong Kong tn a specially 
chartered Pan American ‘plane 
due here on Wednesday  after- 
noon, Cardinal Spellman and 
three of hls accomponing Clergy 
will be accommedated ‘in Gevern- 
ment House, while the rest will 
stay at the Marynoll Hoduse or the 
Catholic Mission House.

Almost 
without exception they reported 
assaults by the Gendarmerie up- 
on themselves and fellow inmates 
of the cages in which they were 
confined, and the torturing of 
Chinese prisoners. One reported 
that a Chingsa had been care 
ried into his cage-afler having 
been dropped down a garbage 
chute from the third floor, swifer- 
{ng from many broken bones. He 
was unable to ‘move for two 
weeks. Other witnesses declared 
that hardly o night passed with- 
out their hearing cries und 
groans from Chinesq In the  tor- 
ture chnmbors above the cages. 
‘Lwa Chines? died in cages “ nd- 
joining mine, not from actual tor- 
ture, but from denial of medical 
treniment, Then, und later, for 
every European or American tor- 
tured and/or killed by the Gen- 
darmerie there must have been

Idid not know the names of 
any of tho Bridgo Hause Gendar- 
metic, especially those of the’ 
N.G.O's on duty at the cages, who 
wero responsible for most of the 
brutalities outside the torture 
chamber.

As I have said, so much has been 
written on Beethoven that to add yet 
further contribution may seen pre- 
sumption.

Since 
his Violin Concerto is to be played in 
tonight's Prom, it seems opportune to 
recall something of the man as he is 
known today.

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“Fidelio"—the opera in question—is 
still performed quite dften today, but 
the canvas: is, I feel too small to allow 
the full colours of his pallet to be used. 
Beethoven demands—as is his right— 
an unlimited field for his activity, and 
the opera was not the medium to af- 
ford him such an unrestricted field. 


His songs, too, are seldom heard, 
which fact, I think, lends colour ‘o 


this theory. 


Of his symphonies, abler pens than 


mine have written—dissected and 
analysed them, but above all the 
basic fact remains that they are 


glorious inspired music, of which one 
never tires. Sir Hubert Parry wrote 
“The era of Haydn-Mozart is one of 
the utmost crisis in the history of the 
symphony.” : ‘ 
z e s s 

Out of that crisis emerged 
Beethoven, to create a new art-form, 
to produce new devices, to shatter 
the. old-conceived ideals and to make 


such music as had not yet been con- - 


templated. A man apart, aloof, reser- 
ved and inclined at times to a de- 
gree of moroseness, Beethoven was 
indeed a giant amongst “men. The 
‘fervour of his writing has probably 
never been exceeded than in his Mass 
in D. Even the 9th Choral Symphony 
I think, falls short of the standard 
set in this former work. 

This. new conception of symphonic 
form implied greater demands on the 
orchestra and greater time in which 
to enable Beethoven fully to express

The logical development of the 
symphony required this expansion and 
such was the urge Beethoven felt, 
that he now incorporated the. human 
voice as an additional means of ex- 
pression.

His “Pastoral” Symphony, too, must 
surely be one.of the earliest ex- 


cursions into the realms of programme - 
‘music, which is what it 


is. This 
symphony depicts—as surely as any 
painting or essay—the essencé of ‘the 
countryside. There is the brook, the 
song of the birds, the storm and the 
sun breaking through. The “storm” 
music, I think, is particularly inspired. 
Wagner attempted to depict a storm 
both in “Die Walkyrie” and in “The 
Flying’ Dutchman,” and although he 
had the advantage of richer orchestra~ 


tion, Beethoven surely captured the 
real spirit more successfully. 
As he grew older, Beethoven in- 


fected -his works with a spontaneous 
grace and gaiety, culminating in the 
delightful “Eroica’ Symphony. The 
obvious joy he took in penning this 
great work is only exceeded by, the 
finale of the Choral Symphony, to 
which I have already referred. It was 
after this symphony _ that 
Beethoven was afflicted by deafness; 
sO severe was his infirmity that he 
turned once again to Chamber Music 
and the piano, and many of his 
posthumously published String Quar- 
tets. were written at this time. 
e 


No reference to Beethoven can be 
complete without . mentioning his 
Pianoforte Concertos, of which he 
wrote five. Opinions remain divided 
as to which is the greatest of these, 
but I think it is true to say that the 
last—the “Emperor” is probably most 
often performed. Whether this fact in 
itself is any criterion is a matter 
which is not my. province to discuss. 


that: because music is “popular” (i.e, 
it is frequently performed) there 
™Tus{ be a quality about it to render 
it hackneyed. Possibly this view is 
based on the truism that familiarity 
breeds contempt, 2 pundit to which I 
do not subscribe. It is certainly a 
false premise in the world of music. 
where surely the obverse operates. 
Does one ever tire of hearing “The 
Messiah,“ Schubert's Unfinished or 
“Rigoletto"? It seems to me the more 
one listens to great music, familiarity 
—far from breeding contempt—en- 
genders fresh admiration fur the 
beauty of the music as it is played.

To refer, particularly, to Beethoven's 
Violin Concerto, is now appropriate, 
then. This piece of violin music is <o 
exacting in its demands on the per- 
former that its success indeed hangs 
on a thread. In the hands of Kreisler 
—who is to be soloist tonight—success 
is assured and although I do not 
know this recording, the beauty of 
the music will be given its fullest im- 
port by this accomplished performer. 
This concerto -is not a background 
against which the performer can 
flaunt pyrotechnical accomplishments 
to his own aggrandisement. He must 
give of his best to produce the 
quired beauty of tone and phrasing 
which alone can do justice to the music 
into which, says Grove. “Beethoven 
has poured his soul.” 


Also to be heard is the “Carolian” 


Overture, a noble piece of orchestral 
music which is again a -masterpiece 
in itself.

DEBUSSY 


The last item in the Prom ‘is De- 
bussy’s “La Mer” which is a suite of 
three symphonic sketches, in the 
romantic style. It is a “pen-picture,” 
just as “Le Cathedrale Engloutie"and 
Sibelius “Finlandia” are pictures of 
fixed scenes or impressions, Debussy 
died in 1918 towards the end of World 
War I, so that he may be classed as 
a “modern” in every sense of the 
word. His “L'apres-midi d’une faune,” 
has achieved a high degree of po- 
pularity, although probably it can- 
not be classed as amongst the best cf 
his works.

Into that short span of years he 
crowded opera, chamber music and 
many othe concertos, all of which 
music is utterly delightful. The de- 
licacy of structure in these pianoforte 
concertos is such as scarcely to take 
them outside the scope of chamber 
music. Indeed, no performer of any 
standing requires to use the full cap- 
abilities of the piano, in these con- 
certos. There is about them all a 
gossamer-like quality-which has rarely 
been equalled by other composers. It 
would be difficult, I think, for those 
who feel that music is not to their’ 
taste, to find any composer more 
likely to confound this feeling than 
Mozart.

The Horn -Concerto is one of the 
very few ever written for this dif- 
ficult instrument. In the hands of 
Aubrey Brain Ist horn player in the 
B.B.C. Symphony Orchestra—technical 
difficulties will not detract from the 
music. There can be few musicians 
so capable today as Aubrey Brain of 
equalling the demands put upon the 
performer by this Concerto. 
“ All in all, a Mozart evening is a

Over-all Commander-in-Chief of the 
Arab forces in Palestine is General Is- 
mail _Safwat Pasha, a professional 


soldier who was at one time Assistant . 


Chief of Staff to the well-organised 
Iraqui Army. 7 

In his hands are the planning and 
eenduct of the entire Arab military 
effort, That will still be his function 
even with the Emir Abdullah of Trans- 
jordan coming into the active picture. 
who has’ the titular leadership of the 
combined Arab armies, but the [raqui 
general will still direct and contro] 
them. 

The Arab leader in the field is 
Fawzi Kawikji, 53-year-old fighter 
with a picturesque career that dates 
from the 1914-18 war. “He has fought 
over the Palestine deserts before, is a 
briliant and daring guerilla leader, and 
has been the hero of many exploits 
aver the years that have acquired 
fegendary quality throughout every 
Arab land. 


Joined Rebels 


Fawzi was born in Syria, and served 


in the Turkish Army in the 1914-18 
war, obtaining the rank of captain 
after graduating from the Staff College 
at Istanbul. He showed unusual talent 
and initiative and finished that war 
with Turkish and German decorations. 

“After the French occupation of Syri- 
he entered the French service’ as an 
intelligence officer, and was decorated 
with the Legion d’Honneur, 

When the Druse revolt flared 
out, however, he Joined the 
rebels and became‘one of the 
principal ingurgent leaders in 
the fighting round Damascus, 
The French sentenced him to 
death, but when the revolt was 
finally crushed he escaped into 
the Hedjaz and became mill- 
tary adviser to King Ibn Saud. 
Later he obtained “a commission 
in the Iraqi Army, and. be- 
came an instructor at the Iraq 
Staff College. 

-Then. in 1936, ‘he, quit Iraq 
and entered Palestine to lead 
the Arab revolt that broke out 
that year and was to go on for 
the next three years. Arabs 
flocked to his standard for 
guerilla fighting and he ex- 
plained that he was not warring 
against the British but Zionism. 

In 1941 he took a part in the 
pro-German rebellion in Bagh- 
dad, and when that effort col- 
lapsed he was flown to Berlin 
by the Germans. 


‘Magic -Figure 


There he stayed until the end 
of the war, when he found RJ 
himself living in the Soviet 5 
zone of the city. The Russians 
turnei a deaf ear to his ap- 
plication for leave to return to 
his own land. So one night he 
slipped quietly out of Berlin—- 
and was next heard of in Cairo.

his leadership Irgun. wes built up into 
a force ot-quick-striking, ruthless, and 
daring terrorists, with. stop-at-nothing 
tactics, and a long list of violent ex- 
ploits like the blowing-up of the King 
David Hotel in Jerusalem in 1946 has 
been iid at their door. 

Tt is very doubtful if Begin will be 
given anything like over-all command 
of the Jewish forces, but his desperate 

‘Irgun formations, in which both men 
and wumen serve, are certain, under 
his leadership, to be well in the picture 
when real - battle with the Arabs 
is joined.

curred his injuries. g

communications units, also was 
wounded. by machinegun -bullots..- 
near the U.S. Consulate General.
